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Bad Weather 
Still Socks 
Hoosierland

Indiana’s 
turbulent 
weather 
quieted down early today, fol­ 
lowing another night of thun­ 
derstorms and tornadoes across 
the Hoosier state. 
But more 
heavy rain was expected. 
At various times Monday eve­ 
ning 
and night, 
40 
counties 
came 
under 
severe 
thunder­ 
storm warnings by the National 
Weather Service, 
and 
11 — 
mostly in central and southern 
Indiana — were under tornado 
warnings. 
The 
warnings 
expired 
by 
midnight. 
The weather service and po­ 
lice received mi any reports of 
funnel clouds, but most of the 
damage reported was broken 
tree limbs and toppled power 
lines due to heavy rainstorms. 
The weather agency at Weir 
Cook 
Airport 
reported 
In­ 
dianapolis received nearly 1.5 
inches of rain in the 24-hour pe­ 
riod endng at ? p.m. EST. An­ 
other hall-inch fell on the city 
between 9 p.m. and 10 p.m. 
The 
first 
heavy 
afternoon 
rainstorm hit central Indiana 
and Indianapolis shortly after 4 
p.m., 
causing 
minor 
street 
flooding 
and 
knocking 
down 
power lines. 
Indianapolis Power & light 
Co. reported-about 3,500 homes 
and businesses on the south and 
west 
sides temporarily 
were 
out of power because of downed 
lines. 
A tornado touchdown was re­ 
ported on the city’s far east 
aide late Monday night, where 
a motorist told authorities his 
car had been picked up and 
turned around by the wind. 
Two funnel clouds were sight­ 
ed in Montgomery County but 
no m ajor damage was report­ 
ed. Authorities said two air­ 
craft were damaged 
at the 
Crawfordsville 
Municipal Air­ 
port. Wind blew one light plane, 
secured with chains and ropes, 
about 150 feet and flipped it 
and a twin-engine Cessna was 
damaged by flying metal from, 
hangars. 
Some 
farm 
houses 
and buildings near the airport 
also were damaged. 
Another 
tornado 
was 
ob­ 
served in the extreme south 
part of the state, between St. 
Johns and Starlight Roads in 
Clarke County. 
A tornado was reported ear­ 
lier in DeKalb County, where a 
funnel destroyed a house trail­ 
er, moved a small airplane one- 
quarter mile and damaged a 
small barn.

Two 
unconfirmed 
tornado 
touchdowns were reported near 
Bloomington Monday night, and 
funnel 
clouds 
were 
reported 
above Geneva and Berne in 
Adams County. 
Another tornado was reported 
aloft, by the public 'three rn.il.es 
northeast of Spencer. 
Other tornadoes were report­ 
ed earlier Monday near Indiana 
9, between Alexandria and An­ 
derson, 15 miles northwest of 
Salem, 7 miles north of Shelby- 
ville, near Leo, and 8 miles 
mrth of Columbia City. 
Some property damage also 
was reported in Scott County, 
but the weather service said it 
had no confirmation that a tor­ 
nado touched the ground. 
The movement of the thun­ 
derstorms and tornadoes gener­ 
ally was to the east and north­ 
east. 
Another line of heavy thun­ 
derstorms moved into Indiana 
from Illinois early today. These 
thunderstorms were part of a 
rather large area of showers 
and thunderstorms over south­ 
ern and central 'Indiana, south­ 
ern Illinois and eastern Mis­ 
souri. the weather agency said. 
The area was 100 miles wide, 
extending from 25 mles north­ 
east of Indanapolis to 60 miles 
southwest of St. Louis, Mo.

LONDON (AP) — Confidence 
in the U.S. dollar continued to 
sink in Europe today as the 
American 
currency 
hit 
new 
lows and the price of gold new 
highs for the fifth straight day. 
Dealers 
again 
blamed 
the 
dollar’s trouble largely on the 
Watergate 
scandal, 
as 
they 
have done each business day 
since the U.S. currency began 
its latest plunge last Wednes­ 
day. 
But there appeared to be a 
difference in atmosphere. For 
the first time, leading bankers 
and treasury officials dropped 
hints that the present system of 
floating 
exchange 
rates 
may 
not be enough to avoid another 
international monetary crisis. 
On Monday, the dollar suf­ 
fered its worst fall of the year 
on European money markets, 
dropping two per cent in value 
against the West. 'German, mark 
and falling sharply against oth­ 
er 
leading 
European 
cur­ 
rencies. 
When markets reopened to­ 
day, the dollar was plunging 
again. It dropped from 2.6100 
West German marks to 2.5850 
marks in nervous, active trad­ 
ing, dealers said. 
In Paris, the dollar dropped 
to 4.16 commercial francs; in 
Zurich, to 3.0250 Swiss francs. 
All were new lows, and dealers 
said the bottom had not been 
bit yet. 
In London, the pound was up 
to $2.5860, the weakest level for 
the dollar in a year. 
As the dollar weakened, gold 
moved on to new heights. 
In early deals in London and 
Zurich, the two major bullion 
markets, the mi eta, I was quoted 
at $127.50 an ounce, up nearly 
$4 from Monday’s close. 
The 
gold 
price 
has 
now 
moved up an astounding 25 per 
cent in the last three weeks. It 
is almost double the price of 
$68 an ounce quoted just before 
the dollar was last devalued in. 
February. 
Dealers say wealthy individ­ 
uals, corporations and Middle 
East oil interests have been 
getting out of dollars to find 
relative safety in gold.

The nightmare that began for a 
Muncie, Ind., family when a 
prankster’s 
rock 
smashed 
through their camper window 
10 days 
ago appears to be 
about over. 
Leonard Lewis and his family 
were nearing Hopkinsville, Ky., 
for a visit with family mem­ 
bers when a rock thrown from 
a 
highway 
overpass 
crashed 
through the window and struck 
his 
16 month old 
daughter, 
Toya, in the head. 
Mrs. Lewis said she and Toya 
were sleeping in a bunk above 
the cab of the camper bodied 
pickup truck when “the window 
blew up.’’ 
“ I. thought I heard something 
like gravel falling,” Lewis said, 
“ then the light came on and 
Linda 
started 
screaming. 
It 
was just like a nightmare.” 
Toya’s skull 
was fractured 
and a piece of bone was pushed 
into her brain. A. doctor at a

ordered 
the infant taken to Nashville's 
Vanderbilt University Hospital 
immediately. 
She 
arrived

Vanderbilt 
about three hours after the ac­ 
cident and surgeons spent more 
than three hours repairing the 
rock’s damage.

Most of the 
major firms are now telling the 
public to buy less of their prod­ 
uct. 
“ It doesn’t make sense to 
promote 
more 
gasoline 
con­ 
sumption at a time when both 
government and industry are 
talking about the necessity of 
fuel allocations to insure sup­ 
plies to priority users,” said a 
spokesman for Atlantic Rich­ 
field Co. 'Of Los Angeles. 
Instead, echoing an environ­ 
mentalist theme, 
the spokes­ 
man added that the thrust of 
Arco’s national advertising will 
be directed “toward urging the 
public to help overcome the 
problems of air pollution, traf­ 
fic congestion and energy 'Con­ 
servation.” 
H.R. Hammerman, advertis­ 
ing director for Standard Oil of 
California, 
a 
San Francisco- 
based firm 'that is the state’s 
leading 
gas 
marketer, 
de­ 
scribed his company’s new ad 
policy and said: “We’ll be talk­ 


ing car care and good fuel 
economy.” 
In a bid to discourage gaso­ 
line sales, some oil firms are 
doing 
away 
with 
.promotion 
gimmicks 
such 
as 
glasses, 
knives and recipe cards. Ham­ 
merman said Cal Standard will 
limit its product advertising to 
tires, batteries and other acces­ 
sories. 
Joining the trend, Mobil is 
running newspaper advertise­ 
ments urging gasoline economy 
through the use of car pools 
and better * planned shopping 
trips so that as many pur­ 
chases as possible are made in 
each outing. 
One result of this change in 
focus is expected to be a con­ 
siderable trimming of oil com- 
p a n y 
advertising 
budgets, 
which can amount to an esti­ 
mated $30 million annually at 
Exxon, formerly Standard Oil 
of New Jersey. 
A spokesman for Union Oil 
Co. of Los Angeles said he an­ 
ticipates a cut of 30 to 50 per 
cent in hit firm’s advertising 
budget.

Ford didn’t have a better idea this 
time — Argentine revolutionaries did. 
Rather than kidnap company officials 
and hold them for ransom, which can be 
a messy business — one attempt to kid­ 
nap a Ford executive failed — the Trot- 
skyite People’s Revolutionary Party hit 
upon the idea of extorting $1 million 
from the company just with the threat of 
kidnaping, bombing and other harassing 
activities.

2 3 :1 ). 
Not many of us will ever have the re­ 
sponsibility of passing the death sen­ 
tence upon an individual. The most of 
us are happy that the other person is 
judge when a man must die for nis crime 
or spend a life or most of his life in pris­ 
on. We don’t like the idea of being in a 
position of responsibility when it entails 
matters of serious consequences. 
And yet, it matters little who you are, 
someone will probably be on trial before 
you before this time tomorrow night. His 
life for good or ill will depend on you.

Game Names In Washington 


wtaa» carrier service Is maintained. 
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Hoosiers will soon start ex­ 
periencing effects of the fuel 
shortage according to Charles 
W, 
Hulett, Chairman of the 
American Movers Conference. 
He called for governmental 
controled allocation of available 
fuel 
based 
upon 
priorities 
during the shortage. About one 
family in every five will move 
ihis year, with more than half 
of the two million American 
households making the move 
between May and September. 
Hulett 
is 
executive 
vice 
president of Aero Mayflower, an 
Indianapolis based moving firm. 
Mayflower operates some 10.000 
vehicles, moving aproximately 
125,000 shipments of household 
goods over 76 million fleet-miles 
e a c h 
year, 
roughly 
the 
equivalent of 320 trips to the 
moon. 
Unlike other trucking firms, 
the 
moving 
industry has no 
established 
routes, 
with 
the 
source of fuel supply not con­ 
fined to any one area. In many 
places, particularly in the west, 
there are sma.ll hamlets and 
small 
service 
stations, 
with 
hundreds 
of 
miles 
between. 
They are finding in some cases 
that a truck which normally 
would purchase 10© gallons of 
fuel is now limited to 20 gallons. 
Since a truck uses about one 
gallon for every 5 miles, it is 
not enough to get them to the 
next destin.ati.on. 
Emission control equipment 
on newer trucks reduces the 
mileage about another mile per 
gallon. 
The 
.situation 
is 
serious. 
Practically all food moves at 
least part way by truck, with 
56.1 per cent of Indiana’s 1,076 
communities depending entirely 
on 
trucks 
for

freight 
transportation... All. bulk mail 
in Indiana 
moves by truck, 
and 765 of the state’s 770 post 
offces send and receive mail 
only by motor transport.

This his been a busy week.

Judiciary 
Committee, 
working 
against 
a 
June 
30 
deadline, 
at 
which time the 
present law expires, held long 
sessions “marking up” — that 
is amending and putting in final 
form — the bill to extend the 
Law 
Enforce m ent 
A s si st a nee 
Administration 
(LEAA) 
for 
another five (or, 
as finally 
amended, another two) years. 
This is the program, originating 
with the Omnibus Crime Control 
Act 
of 
1968, whereby 
the 
Federal 
government 
extends 
financial 
assistance 
to 
the 
several 
States and, 
through 
them, to local governments to 
aid them in law enforcement, 
crime 
fighting and 
the 
ad­ 
ministration of criminal justice. 
The 
program 
is 
generally 
speaking, a popular one, and 
el course it has a very wor- 
t h w h i 1 e 
objective. 
The 
philosophy behind the law is 
debatable; money wise it is very 
expensive; opinions differ as to 
how effective it has been; and 
there are lively disputes about 
the details of the program. 
Faced 
with 
a 
number of 
controversial amendments, the 
committee sat late and long. 
Republican members, aided by 
a few Democrats, were suc­ 
cessful in beating down the 
most controversial series 
of 
amendments, the overall effect 
of which would have been to 
guarantee a larger share of the 
available 'funds to “high crime: 
urban areas,” that is to say 
to the large metropolitan areas 
of the country. We also suc­ 
ceeded, through an amendment 
which I offered, in retaining, 
basically, the provision of the 
present law which provides that 
not more 'than one-third of the 
Federal 
“action 
funds” 
— 
grants for law 
enforcement 
purposes — provided can be 
used for local police salaries. 
This Is important, as otherwise 
local governments are under 
grsst pressure to use up a large 
part of the Federal grants for 
this purpose, which not only 
makes these local governments 
unduly 
dependent 
on 
the 
Federal 
government 
for 
or­ 
dinary operating expenses, but 
also interferes — by using up 
the funds in this manner — with 
a basic purpose of the law, 
Which is to finance new and 
innovative approaches in the 
field of law enforcement and 
criminal justice.

and 
aside 
from 
jewelry, 
old 
coin 
collections, 
etc. — been illegal under our 
law since the financial crisis 
days early in the ‘ New Deal” 
presided over by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Now that our paper money 
is no longer convertible into 
gold, and the gold standard has 
been 
completely 
abandoned, 
there seems to be no sound 
basic reason why gold should 
not be treated like any other 
co m m o d i t y , or 
why 
an 
American 
citizen 
should 
be 
denied 
a 
right 
which 
most 
citizens of the free world enjoy. 
Most people seem, today, to 
accept this idea in principle, but 
the Par Value Modification bill 
on which we voted — and which 
was essentially a legalization of 
the devaluation of the dollar, 
which has already taken place 
— contained a provision which 
recognized this right but which 
provided that it could still not 
be exercised until such timo as 
the President might determine 
and proclaim that individual 
gold 
ownership 
would 
not 
jeopardize 
a 
stable 
currency 
and monetary system. Learned 
economists 
differ 
on 
this 
matter, and I must confess that 
it is difficult for me, as a 
layman to be sure who is right; 
like many people the thing I 
understand most clearly about 
money is that it is never easy 
to get hold of as much of it 
as a man could usefully use 
— but I came down on the 
libertarian side, which would 
recognize an American’s right 
to owrn gold, and votc^ for an 
amendment which would have 
given this right absolutely and 


without restriction as of next 
December 31. The amendment 
(which 
had 
passed 
in 
the 
Senate) failed in the House on 
a t’e vote of 162-162 — the first 
time this has happened on the 
Floor since I have been a 
Member of Congress. 
Many Other Bills Voted 
The House this week also 
authorized 
an expenditure of 
over $8 million to convert the 
Union Station at Washington 
into a Visitors Center, which I 
opposed and voted against as 
an unnecessary additional ex­ 
penditure 
under 
present cir­ 
cumstances. We passed a hill 
to provide the salaries and 
wages of the daytime staff — 
guards, guides, janitors, etc., at 
the Kennedy Center for which 
1 voted, although I think this 
tab might well be picked up, 
in whole or in part, by the 
charging of a modest admission 
fee. 
Also 
we 
extended 
a 
program of Federal, grants to 
support 
biomedical 
research, 
training and fellowships on such 
subjects 
as 
cancer, 
heart 
disease, 
dental 
disease, 
and 
mental health at an authorized 
cost of over $415 million, for 
which 1 also voted.

amendments to the Railroad 
R e t i r e m e n t 
Act 
which 
l i b e r a l i z e d eligibility for 
children's benefits and which 
e x. t e n d e d 
kidney 
disease 
Medicare coverage to railroad 
employees, their spouses, and 
their dependent children, on the 
basis that such coverage to now 
provided tor persons insured 
under the Social Security Act. 
The House also dealt this 
week 'with two more measures 
in the field of medicine and 
health. We passed — and I 
voted for — H.R. 7806, the 
Health Program Extension Act 
of 1973, 'which extenda for the 
fiscal year 1974, at a total 


authorized cost of $1.2 billion, 
a u t h o r i z a t i o ns for such 
programs 
as 
public 
health 
training, 
Hill-Burton 
hospital 
construction funds, allied health 
tr a i n i n g . regional medical 
programs, family planning,,, and 
other major health programs — 
12 in all. The total authorized 
equals the total budget request, 
but, in. various aspects, the bill 
does not meet Administration 
view’s. 
It 
represents 
an ex­ 
tension while these programs 
are studied and revised, and the 
measure was not actively op­ 
posed on the Floor by the Ad­ 
ministration. 
We also passed — by a vote 
of 261-96. and I voted against 
— H.R. 6458. The Emergency 


Medical Services Act of 1973, 
which, would set up an. entirely 
new Federal program to sup­ 
port 
research, training, 
and 
promotion of activity in general, 
in 
the 
field 
of 
emergency 
medicine. Unlike H.R. 7806 or 
the biomedical program, this 
represented 
an entirely new 
field of Federal endeavor, much 
of it could and should, be done 
by local effort, and, however 
worthwhile the objective, I do 
not think the need is sufficient 
to justify embarking on. a new 
and expensive Federal program 
at this time. 
The day before wo voted on 
this measure, Mr. Wilbur Mills, 
eh airman of the Committee on 
Ways 
and 
Means, 
made 
a 


significant speech in the House 
in which, among other things, 
he said: 
“The single most important 
thing we can do here is to get 
control of public speeding. We 
must establish the machinery 
for well thought out decisions 
on the budget total as well as 
its composition. We may dispute 
among ourselves about spending 
priorities, but we must agree 
that total government spending 
is held down to levels that are 
consistent with stable prices.’ 
I fully agree. In the national 
interest I intend to support the 
elimination of some Federal 
programs and retrenchment in 
others; and I am not going to 
be responsible, at this present 


time, tor starting new ones 
unless those who promote them 
make out a very strong case 
indeed.

Non-Hostile 
Deaths In Viet 
Top 10,000

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Defease Department reports 
that 10,303 non-ho stile deaths 
accompanied the 45,958 combat 
casualties of U.S. 
military 
forces in Vietnam. 
The report to Sen. Robert C. 
Byrd, D-W.Va., says several 
c a t e g o r i e s of non-combat 
deaths'—notably “fragging” and 
accidental homicide usually by 
d ischa rge of we a pons—* ‘ h a ve 
been phenomena of the conflict 
in Southeast Asia.” 
Such incidents “abated dra­ 
matically as the Vietnam troop 
withdrawal proceeded toward 
completion,” Lt. Gen. Leo E. 
Benade, deputy assistant secre­ 
tary of defense, said in a letter. 
Fragging is defined as as­ 
sault by one serviceman upon 
another, usually with a frag­ 
mentation grenade. 
Benade expressed confidence 
that continuing efforts by the 
military departments to pre­ 
vent accidents, suicides and 
homicides will reduce further 
the number of deaths and “the 
experiences of recent years will 
not have an adverse effect on 
the development of the all-vol­ 
unteer force.” 
Of the 10.303 non-hostile 
deaths in Vietnam from Jan. 1, 
1961, to March 31, 1973, aircraft 
crashes accounted for 3,060 and 
motor vehicle crashes for 1,075. 
There were 1.172 suicides or 
accidental self-destruction, 1,- 
163 homicides, and 102 deaths 
from drug abuse. 
The department report says 
fragging declined from a high 
of 37 deaths in 1969 to 12 in 1971 
and three last year. 
U.S. OPINION RISES 
PORTSMOUTH, R.I. (AP)— 
Acting FBI Director William 
Ruckclshaus 
of Indianapolis 
says “the stock of American 
society has soared” because of 
the way the government has re­ 
acted to' the Watergate scandal. 
Ruckclshaus said a foreign dip­ 
lomat told him that opinion of 
the U.S. abroad has risen “be­ 
cause this kind of covert activi­ 
ty takes place in all societies, 
but only in (the United States) 
does the system force full dis­ 
closure.”

Venue Change Delays Effort To 
Force Ruling On Media’s Rights 
By DARRELL CHRISTIAN

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) 
—A 
change of venue in a murder 
trial has delayed an effort to 
force 
an 
Indiana Supreme 
Court ruling on the news 
media’s rights to attend court 
proceedings. 
The high court has continued 
action on a petition that Mar­ 
shall Circuit Judge Tom R. 
Huff be prohibited from limit­ 
ing news coverage of the trial 
pending until a new judge rules 
on a motion to modify or re­ 
voke Huff’s restriction. 
Huff granted the change of 
venue Monday morning. The 
Supreme Court continuance lat­ 
er in the day was accompanied 
by an order that attorneys keep 
the court informed of the new 
judge’s decision. 
However, Richard W. Car­ 
dwell, one of 'three attorneys 
for the plaintiffs, said the con­ 
tinuance could hinder efforts 
for a ruling on the issue of 
press trial coverage. 
Cardwell said if the new 
judge opens the trial to report­ 
ers, “we will then have the vic­ 
tory of being able to attend, but 
we still will have unanswered 
'the question of legality.” 
Huff ordered reporters from 
his courtroom April 11 during 
arraignment of William Dauber 


of Valparaiso, charged with 
first-degree murder in the slay­ 
ing of Michael Regan, 25, Mis­ 
hawaka, a former South Bend 
used car dealer. Newsmen had 
refused to elect one person as a 
pool reporter. 
Huff then appointed a pool re­ 
porter, but he also refused. 
Fred Jones of Plymouth, one 
of Huff’s attorneys, told the Su­ 
preme Court the “removal of 
this case from Marshall Circuit 
Court makes the matter moot.” 
“Assuming there was a viola­ 


tion of freedom of the press, I 
believe that point is now 
moot,” Wampler said. 
Cardwell, however, said other 
courts “in many instances have 
decided cases after they’re 
technically moot. The court has 
jurisdiction to determine an is­ 
sue of importance to the gener­ 
al public.” 
He explained later he was 
“trying to keep it there in Mar­ 
shall County so he (Huff) would 
have to answer for the previous 
acts.” 
Cardwell, also general coun­ 
sel for the Hoosier State Press 
Association, said news media 
attorneys now might “have to 
proceed with actions that could 


result in contempt of court” to 
get a firm ruling. 
Huff told the high court, “I’m 
interested in freedom of the 
press and also the duty of a 
trial court to conduct a fair 
trial.” 
Jones said Huffs action bar­ 
ring reporters while other 
members of the public were 
allowed to remain isn’t binding 
on the new court, which must 
be chosen by attorneys by June 
8 . 
“It was a declaration of pol­ 
icy, not an order, an attempt 
by Judge Huff to give guide­ 
lines for specific hearings on 
specific dates,’ Jones said.

Market Basket Bill Generally Shows Increases 
By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
'The American wage earner is 
going to have to bring home 
some extra bacon if he wants 
to keep coffee and eggs on his 
breakfast table, according to an 
Associated Press marketbasket 
survey. 
The AP checked the prices of 
15 food and nonfood products in 
13 cities on March 1 and rech­ 
ecked the items at the begin­ 
ning of each succeeding month. 
Of all items checked, 35.4 per 
cent increased in price in. the 
three months from March 1 to 
June 1, 20.5 per cent decreased, 
41.5 per cent 
remained un­ 
changed and 2.6 per cent were 
unavailable on one of the two 
check dates. The total market­ 
basket bill was up in 10 cities 
and down in three. 
Coffee, up in 11 cities, and 
eggs*, up in 10 cites, led the 1st 
of higher-priced items, with the 
increases 
at 
the 
checkout 
counter reflecting earlier in­ 
creases at the wholesale level. 
Experts in London, headquar­ 
ters of the International Coffee 
Organization, 
blamed the 
in- 
creases in world coffee prices 
on crop failures in Brazil, be­ 
cause of droughts and leaf rust 
disease, artificially high prices 
set by Brazil and. Colombia for 
their exports and withholding of 
supples by growers of the rob­ 
usta variety of coffee, produced 
mainly in Africa and used par­ 
ticularly for instant coffee. 
Most of the coffee increases 
came between May 1 and June 
1, although prices started to 
rise earlier in some cities. The 
increases over the three-month 
check period averaged about 
seven or eight per cent. 
Increases in egg prices var­ 
ied sharply, ranging from two 
per cent in New York City to 


decreased 
during the 
month 
ended May 15, but there wras no 
immediate indication of a sav­ 
ing for the consumer. 
A grocer in Miami, where a. 
dozen medium brown eggs went 
from 57 cents on March 1 to 67 
cents on June 1, said he was 
selling eggs at wrhat were nor­ 
mally winter or higher prices. 
“Our supplier is going to go to 
a dollar a dozen by Christ­ 
m as,” he predicted. The store 
manager said he was making a 
25 per cent profit on eggs. 
The 
careful 
shopper 
still 
could find a few bargains. But­ 
ter and pork chops declined in 
more than half the cities check­ 
ed. All-beef frankfurters rose in 
10 cities from March 1 to June 
1. 
Almost 
all the 
increases 
came in the first two months, 
however; and prices leveled, off 
after May 1, despite higher 
wholesale prices and short sup­ 
plies of livestock at market. 
One reason for the steady 
price was that, in many areas, 
the

were selling near or i t the 
maximum, allowable under the 
ceilings imposed by President 
Nixon at the end of March on
